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TITLE 808 STATE BOXING COMMISSION

Under IC 4-22-2-23, the State Boxing Commission intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: Require a promoter to pay to the Indiana professional licensing agency five percent of the total gross receipts from
the sale of admission tickets to remit to the general fund. Revise the grounds for the waiting period between matches for technical
knockouts. Remove the promoter’s option to choose officials to officiate any contests. Correct the scoring of incomplete rounds.
Establish the requirement of insurance coverage for licensed contestants. Establish drug testing requirements for licensed contestants.
